Indeed, had not the American | 


rebellion against a foolish, and 
ilkadvised British crown, be- 
come a part of international 
affairs, and an issue of the im- 
perialistic grapple between 
France and England, it almost 
certainly would have 
stamped out. The fighting in 
America became a part of the 
greater war. And, in the end, it 
was a French fleet and French 
soldiers which turned the tide. 


Colonies 


There were some _ 2,000,000 
people in the colonies. Only a 
little more than half of them 
supported the rebellion. There 
were fifth columnists. There was 
a deportation of loyalists. There 
were desertions. The congress 
was so lacking in support that 
some of Gen. Washington’s most 
bitter words were reserved for it 
and its failures to supply and 
sustain his army. Unscrypulous 
profiteers profited by the misery 
of that army .. . which was 
never larger than 25,000 men. 

Yet, those of it who did not 
desert, who were faithful to 
principle and cause, made of it 
the fabulous army it was—and 
is. Nv should make our spines 
stiffer, our pride strong, and 
our patriotism enduring. And so 
may it be said of the business- 
men, the farmers, the lawyers, 
the professional men who did 
not profiteer, but who placed 
their lives, their honor and prop- 
erty in the balance. 

But, we ought not to forget 
the Frenchmen and the French 
fleet . especially the fleet 


which really made Yorktown pos- | 


sible. 


It is no exaggeration to say 
the new republic was born out 
of international affairs, with 
France as midwife. And in those 
days the people knew it. 


At any rate, the real myth of 
the American beginnings is that 
of isolationism, of a small army 
of ragged Colonials fighting 
alone. 

Nor, should we forget how a 
ezar’s ships stood off New York 
and Mexico in the years of the 
War Between the States when 
the French, in an ill-conceived, 
abortive dream of empire, es- 
tablished an emperor in Mexico 
City. The Russian crown did not 
wish to see the France of that 
time attack the beleaguered

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Atlanta Does Need 


Another Bond Issue 


Mayor Hartsfield’s suggestion that the 
City of Atlanta issue additional bonds 
next year is a sound one. These bonds 
would finance expansion of water mains, 
the sewer system, traffic improvements 
and the airport. 

There is no argument concerning the 
need for such expansion. A quick tour 
of the city more than proves the point. 
There is no argument about the method 
either, for bonds can be retired over a 
period of years. Certainly the increased 
property values that these improvements 
will bring about should add to the city’s 
income and aid in the retirement of these 
bonds. 

The mayor pointed out that Atlantans 
will vote this fall on a constitutional 
amendment to raise the city’s debt limita- 
tions. Lifting this ceiling will give 
Atlanta more room to grow. Keeping it 
constant will stunt this growth. 

Since the end of World War II life 
in Atlanta has been a race between ex- 
panding population and municipal serv- 
ices. It is a case of supply and demand, 
with demand always staying a little 
ahead. A multimillion-dollar bond issue 
should help the city catch up and per- 
haps even overtake demand for a while. 

Atlanta’s future is bright and its credit 
is sound. The improvements the mayor 
listed are needed. It looks like a good 
time to go ahead. 

A lot of these improvements are long 
overdue, in fact in the past the mayor 
has led the opposition to some of them. 
But all things come to him who waits, 
including the average citizen of Atlanta.

The Reds Lose Ground 
In Italian Elections 


While the Communists lost quite a per- 
centage of their former vote in the Italian 
elections, there seems very little else to 
cheer about. 

The national government will remain 
on the same shaky ground because no 
single party has a decisive majority but 
a coalition of right and center parties 
can maintain effective rule. The multiple 
party system will make for continued 
instability. 

The provincial and city elections fol- 
lowed the same pattern with the pro- 
Western Christian Democratic Party los- 
ing control of the key city governments. 
Because of a recent election law change, 
seats on city councils are apportioned on 
a percentage basis. The multiple party 
system results in divided councils with 
no party having a majority. 

By virtue of the nature of commu- 
nism, the Reds still will wield consid- 
erable influence on Italian affairs. But 
the swing away from the left is en- 
couraging. The Italian Communist Party 
was considered the strongest in Europe. 

Loss of strength by the Communists 
follows a trend in the free nations of 
Europe. In the May 13 election in Aus- 
tria, for instance, 96 per cent of the 
electorate voted and the Communists lost 
25 per cent of their former voting 
strength, capturing only three seats in 
Parliament. 

Loss of Communist Party strength in 
Europe, however, is offset by huge gains 
in recent Asian elections. Here the Reds 
are polling greater numbers of votes as 
they make a determined bid to take over 
governments by Western methods.

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DeKalb Bond Elections 
Should Not Be Confused 


DeKdlib Commissioner Wheat Wil- 
liams has made a wise decision in calling 
off all proposed county improvement 
bond elections for the time being. If 
possible, such elections should be post- 
poned at least until after the Sept. 12 
primary. 

DeKalb government is in process of 
reorganization as a result of voter ap- 
proval of a multiple commission form of 
government. Several candidates have 
announced for the posts and it would 
be a tragic mistake to involve the coun- 
ty’s real needs with the emotional issues 
of a political campaign. The bond issues 
should be considered on their merits 
alone. 

There is little argument about these 
real needs of DeKalb County. They are 


too obvious. Improvements in streets, 
utilities, schools—in fact, all areas of 
public services—are necessary if the 


county is to continue to grow. The prob- 
lems are continuing and will have to be 
met unless the county wants to stand 
still. 

The members of the new commission, 
of course, will have the task of charting 
the county’s future direction. Candidates 
in the coming election should not be tied 
down to hard and fast stands on such 
questions as bond issues. 

DeKalb has some tough decisions to 
make. Its citizens should inform them- 
selves about them for ultimately the re- 
sponsibility is theirs.

Gov. Griffin Is Aware 


Of One State Failing 


Georgia’s care of its mentally ill falls 
far short of minimum standards. 

This fact was recognized by Gov. 
Marvin Griffin in a recent address before 
the Georgia Public Health Association 
meeting in Savannah. In his talk the gov- 
ernor pointed out that approximately 
200,000 of the total Georgia population of 
more than 3,500,000 have some form of 
mental illness but that too few of even 
the more obvious cases receive either pub- 
lic or private care. 


The governor announced himself in 


favor of a comprehensive mental health . 


program, emphasizing preventive meas- 
ures as well as better treatment in the 
advanced stages of this form of illness. 

In this we find ourselves in hearty 
agreement with Gov. Griffin. Georgia 
presently concentrates its efforts toward 
curing mental illness in one enormous 
hospital with the result that the state’s 
program is more negative than positive. 
Generally persons can begin treatment 
only after being adjudged insane. 

Clinics in urban centers and making 
treatment possible on an out-patient basis 
before the patient becomes incurable are 
part of the pattern of a more enlightened 
tomorrow. Like other good things it will 
be expensive but should pay for itself in 
a reduced patient load at the state hos- 
pital in Milledgeville, a healthier popu- 
lace and a lower crime rate.

Score Another First 
For Mitchell County 


The first spring lamb sale of the year 
has been held in Camilla, Mitchell Coun- 
ty. Breeders from Florida and south 
Georgia offered 1,760 head and they 
brought a good price. 

The occasion initiated a seasun of 
sales in other centers of this latest and 
apparently successful effort to further 
broaden the base of Georgia agriculture. 

The sheep is a versatile animal, emi- 
nently salable as meat and useful as a 
producer of crop after crop of wool. Sheep 
raising dovetails neatly into the general 
pattern of the state’s farm program and 
provides a fine supplemental income. 
Parasites and diseases to which the sheep 
is heir in the South have been licked 
and with care and encouragement there 
is no reason why sheep raising cannot 
become an important factor in Georgia’s 
agricultural income. 

Mitchell County is the leader in this 
experiment as it has been in many other 
progressive things. It is the same county, 
incidentally, which Time Magazine has 
described as “the bottom of Georgia's 
backwoods.” If prosperous Mitchell is the 
bottom, as Time would have it, we don’t 
think we'd be able to stand the rarified 
atmosphere. of that peculiar publication's 
idea of the top without the help of an 
oxygen tank. —

If anything, he has proved to be even 


more popular with the 


voters than his 


backers thought. He has 


achieved his main objective: He has regained control of the govern- 
ment for the liberal wing of the Republican Party. 


lie has used his power to defend 
the principle of collective security 
and he has conserved what he and 
the Republican liberals regard as 
the best parts of the New and Fair 
Deals. 

On all this Washington is gener- 
ally agreed but it is still arguing 
about how he does it. What are 
his techniques of leadership? 

He provided the key to this the 
very first day he came home, on 
June 1, 1952. He did not pretend 
then to know the answers to many 
of the great problems facing the 
nation. He frankly conceded his 
weaknesses on policy but what he 
lacked in the way of a policy he 
more than contributed in terms of 
personality and this personality is 
still carrying the day. 

Almost as soon as he returned 
four years ago he ‘went to his 
home town in Abilene, Kan. Every- 
thing he said there on his own, 
everything that was natural and 
spontaneous was immediately suc- 
cessful in. political terms. It was 
only when he followed the advice 
of his political advisers that ‘he 
tended to get into trouble. 

Eisenhower the optimist and Ei- 
senhower the pragmatist have 
dominated the political scene in 
these last four years. Though he 
speaks today very much as he 
spoke four years ago, his political 
career has been as much a sur- 
prise to him as to anybody else. 

He did not plan it the way it 


_ has gone. He started out saying 


he was not going to ‘‘fight’’ Taft

for the nomination but he fought 
hard. He said he would not wage 
an aggressive campaign for the 
presidency but ended by flying all 
over the country. 

He indicated strongly that he did 
not want asecond term but he 
decided to make the race even aft- 
er his heart attack. 

Nevertheless, Eisenhower just 
goes along doing what comes nat- 
urally to him and succeeds polit- 
ically, regardless of whether he is 
consistent or whether he operates 
In accordance with a_ carefully 
thought-out plan. 

Washington is still arguing about 
whether he sees his role as that 
of a powerful leader or.vas a uni- 
her and mediator. There are many 
observers here who think that he 
publicly mediates precisely which 
side he wants to support. 

On the other hand, many others 
here believe that he is responsible 
for many controversies, largely be- 
cause he does not consciously lead 
but avoids decisions until he is 
forced to intervene. 

It would be too much to say that 
he has substituted personality for 


policy in American political life but 


it is probably true that the: voters 
are More interested in personality 
than in policy and it is. éertainlys 
true that his personality has domi- 
nated the scene. 

This may not be enough for four 
more years of increasingly rapid 
change but it has been’ enough to 
give the Democrats the shakes in 
the last four years.

History Is Made 
At Rock y Face 


The way to Rocky Face, Ga., is 
north from Dalton on U.S. 41 for 
a few miles and turn left. The 
route is along- 
side Mill Creek 
and through Mill 
Creek Gap. The 
gap is the gate-# 
way through 
Rocky Faceg 
Ridge for the’ 
creek, the high-3 
way and the rail-j 
road. Rocky 
Face Ridge is an 
undulating range 
of the Blue 
Ridge running from northeast to 
southwest and roughly paralleling 
Taylor’s Ridge and Lookout Moun- 
tain, high humpbacks to the west. 

In May, 1864, W. T. Sherman 
moved out from Chattanooga with 
98,757’ men including himself and 
found Joe Johnston, with about 
55,000, blocking the way at Mill 
Creek Gap. The Johnston men had 
dammed the creek, thus to make 
the course a greater obstacle. 

Sherman tried a thrust at Buz- 
zard's Roost, the promontory on 
the right as one faces Chattanooga 
at the ridge. The line was too 
tough for Tecumseh’'s taste. He 
sent James B. McPherson and a 
few thousand Yankees on a run 
around the Confederate left. 

The move took Mac through 
Rocky Face by Villanow and 
Snake Creek Gap toward Burning 
Bush and Sugar Valley 

Villanow shows up in big let- 
tering on the old war maps. Trac- 
ing the McPherson sweep one day, 
I stopped at a crossroads store 
and asked, “‘Where is Villanow?” 

**Mister,’’ said the _ proprietor, 
‘‘vou're standing in it right now.” 

The war around Rocky Face is 
ancient history but the configura- 
tions are the same. So are the 
names. 

Turn left beyond Mill Creek Gap 
today and on the road to Villanow 
you will find a new school build- 
ing, product of the State School 
Building Authority program. 

This is the new Westside High 
School, one of three in the Whit- 
field County system and symbolic 
of a spirit of cooperation which led 
the communities of Rocky Face 
and Tunnel Hill to consolidate. 

Westside made history Monday 
night by graduating its first sen- 
iors, 22 fine young men and 
women who have become. the Class 
of '56 under the guidance of Prin- 
cipal Roy Carlock and Class Spon- 
sor Ernest Pettyjohn. 

By the way, recent contact with 
graduations led me to look up the 
word ‘‘diploma.’’

The First Giant Step

he spoke at the annual Salvation Army dinner,. from Detroit,

By telephone Tuesday, J. G. Tay- 

lor Spink, publisher of baseball's trade 
journal, The Sporting News, exclaimed 
that ‘“‘the minor leagues are going to 
like what happened in Detroit.”’ 

If the Detroit conference turns 
out fo be successful, two major new rules will be written into 
the book. Both will pump new life and blood into the minor 


One rule will call for unrestricted draft of all players after 
four years in the minor leagues. Another will call for bonus 
players to be paid off only as they make their progress up the 
baseball ladder. These are major steps aimed at giving the minor 
leagues a new break. 


—The Text From Mann’s Sermon 


There is still some spade work to be done. The major leagues 
didn’t keel over in a fit of compassion for the little brothers. 
There will be some opposition to be met and decisioned, but 
generally speuking, there was a dominating air of charity. The 
majors, at last, must have seen that there was danger ahead for 
everybody if the foundation isn't shored up. 

It is of considerable local interest that both these measures 
fall in line with the sermon Earl Mann has been preaching for 
years. 

The president of the Crackers has advocated that major 
league player control be limited to 40 men. This would return 
the minor leagues to their original function of developing 
players for sale te the major leagues, and it would reduce the 
effect of the monopolistic farm system. Mann has also recom- 
mended that all clubs, major and minor, cut down to mid- 
season size on opening day. 

A few years ago Mann introduced a bonus payoff system by 
which players cashed in as they moved up through the classifica- 
tions of baseball. The new bonus idea would more or less follow 
the same line of thinking. 

Frick brought up another point that indicates some forward 
thinking in baseball. The game is still being operated as it was 
in 1900, he said, This has been one of the chief faults of the trade. 
Baseball, once the leading form of spectator*entertainment, once 
with the sports stage all to itself, has not met the eames of 
competition. 


—Baseball Gets in the Dollar Fight 


‘Neither is this a fresh point. It has been hammered and 
hammered into the wood of podiums and into the pages of news- 
papers, But nobody in baseball seemed to be listening. 

Baseball can no longer throw open the gates to the park and 
holler, “Come and get it; take it or leave it!’’ 

Baseball must now come out of the front office and com- 
pete for the entertainment dollar. It must convince the man 
with leisure in mind that he’ll get more for his time and 
trouble inside the ball park than he will sitting at home by 
the television set, or in the movie house, or cooking out, or 
with a do-it-yourself kit, or heading for the country club. 

Baseball still represents community pride. It is humiliating 
to be last. It is glorious to be first. But the prospect of attracting 
the client to the park on the premise that he is supporting com- 
munity enterprise has been considerably lessened. 

‘‘Herbert Hoover once said, ‘Next to religion, baseball is the 
greatest influence on the American way of life,’”’ Frick said in 
his dinner address. 

This was said many years before television. It can no 
longer be said today. Baseball has been demoted. It still has 
a tremendous influence on our lives. It still holds a great de- 
gree of captivation. But a readjustment is on. It must find 
its new place in the new lineup of values. It must help itself. 

The Detroit conference appears to have been the first mass 
movement to the practical side of the street,
